The Expence already made on our Fortreſſes, Gariſons, Marches 
and Guards by Sea, amounting to more than Eighty Thouſand Pounds, 
2 great part whereof is in Arrear and unpaid ; beſide the daily 
growing Charge for our neceſſary Defence, and the proſecution of 
the War, is become almoſt inſupportable, and has brought us under

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very diſtreſſing Circumſtances; and were the building of a Fort at Pe- 


maguid ſuper- added thereto, it would render the Charge far beyond 
our Ability; and we humbly conceive would be no Security to our 


Frontiers, or Bridle to the Indians; the Situation thereof being 
ſo much out of their ordinary Road, and upwards of one hundred 
Miles diſtant from any part of this Province at preſent inhabited by 
the Engliſb, and of little or no Advantage to this Province; altho' 
the Expence in building and ſupporting the late Fort at Pemaguid, 
colt not leſs than twenty thouſand pounds ; which was not loſt by any 


neglect of the Government, it being fully ſupplied for the defence 
and ſupport thereof, but by the Cowardiſe or Treachery of the then 


Commanding Officer upon the place, who received his Tryal, but 


was acquitted. 


The ſmall Fortification which was built at Caſco- Bay, only for a 
Cover for a Trading-Houſe in a time of Peace, is ſince the War made 
a conſiderable Fort, and is likely to be as great a Charge to ſupport 
the ſame as that of Pemaquid; And for our preſent Security and fu- 
ture Settlement of the Plantations within this Province, will be of 
greater Advantage. 


As to the Contributing towards the Charge of P;/cataqua Fort: 

The Fort in that Province. was built many Years paſt, when it 
was neither defired nor thought neceſſary that this Province ſhould 
aſſiſt therein; and the Navigation and Trade of this Province com- 
ing down Piſcatagua River, have been and are charged with a confi- 
derable Duty towards their Support, and this Province has offered 
ſuch Guards as were needful for their Haling of Maſts, Timber, &c. 
for your Majeſty's Service, whilſt the principal Benefit and Advan- 
tage of that Trade has accrued to that Province; and they have 
never contributed any thing to the Charge of our Forces, Forts, Ga-

© Majefty's Governours have à Negative Voice on all ſuch Acts. Further- 
more, ſhould any Governour incautiouſly give his Conſent to ſuch Acts 
© His Majefty has reſerved to Himſelf a power to diſallow the fame. But 
"the uſe and exerciſe of the other Powers and Privileges being lodged 
in the General Aſſembly, His Majefty juſtly expects they will never 
make uſe of them in prejudice of the Rights and Liberties of the People, 
« but at all times exert themſelves in Defence thereof. 


© IF we reſemble the Britiſh Eonftitution, as Your Excellency has done 
us the Honour to declare, we humbly apprehend that no part of the Le- 
© piſlature here ſhould be intirely independent: As Your Excellency has very 
s jufty denoted to us that the three diftin Branches of the Legiſlature pre- 
© ſerved in a due Ballance forms the Excellency of the. Britiſh Conftitution ; 
© and if any of theſe Branches ſhould become leſs able to ſupport its own 
© Dignity and Freedom, the whole muſt inevitably ſuffer by the Altergtion-. 


* YOUR Excellency is pleaſed to ſay, That a Support given as bas been uſual 
© here, cannot be Honourable, becauſe it implies no ſort of Confidence in the Govern- 
* ment, To this we would humbly offer, That if Your Excellency would 
© take Notice of our Grants, you would ſee that the very Method it felf is 
© founded on nothing elſe, inaſmuch as they always look forward, and are 
© given to enable the Governour to go on and manage the publick Affairs: 
Thus in this our firſt Seſſion at Your Excellency's deſired and welcome 
© Arrival, the Aſſembly made a Grant of Fourteen Hundred Pounds. to enable. 
© Your Excellency to manage the Affairs of this Province, fully confiding in 
© Your future Conduct. If Your Excellency intends that we do not put 
© fo much confidence in the Governour as the Parliament do in our moſt 
© Gracious Sovereign, to whom. the Civil Lift is granted for His Life 
© (which GOD long preferve) we freely acknowlege it. Is it reafonable 
© or poſlible that we ſhould confide in any Governour whatſoever ſo much 
© as in our moſt Gracious KING the common Father of all his Subjects > 
© who is known to delight in nothing ſo much as their, Happineſs, and 
* whoſe Intereſt and Glory, and that of his Royal Progeny, are inſepera- 
© ble from the proſperity and welfare of his People; Whereas it is moft 
© obvious that commonly neither the Proſperity nor Adverfity of a. people 
affect a Governour's Intereſt at all, when he has once left them. 


YOUR 
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they have ſo long been ſaſe and flouriſhing, are the moft likely to produces 
the ſame Effect elſewhere, * But you ſay, the Britiſh Conſtitution differs from 
yours in many reſpetls; I Fake the chief difference to have been in the uſe 
made of the Conſtitution, which has been no ways to your advantage; 
For by Great Britain's keeping up to their Conſtitution, publick Credit ftill 
continues at the Height notwithſtanding the vaſt Charges and Debts of the 
Nation, but with you Credit has fallen lower and lower in an amazing 
manner; and this has proceeded plainly from the want of a ſufficient 
Check in the other Branches of the Legiſlature to the ſudden and unadvi- 
ſed meaſures of former Aſſemblies. So that if ever you hope to come 
near the Happineſs of Great Britain, it muſt be by ſupporting thoſe parts 
of-the Legiſlature which have of late been too much depreſs'd, but are in 
themſelves neceſſary to guard the Liberties and Properties of the. Inhabi- 
tants as well as the Houſe of Repreſentatives. 11:4

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YOUR next Obſervation is not one jot a jufter Repreſentation of the 
Caſe before you; you ſay you are not for fixing a Salary becauſe it « nt 
reaſonable or poſſible that you ſhould+ confide in any Governour whatſoever as much 
as in our moſt gracious RING. As if this Inſtruction to demand a Salary 
came from a Governour and not from His Majeſty himſelf, or as if the 
Salary Was to be given directly to a Governour and not to His Majeſty 
for the uſe of His Governour or Commander in Chief for the time being, 
or as if upon juſt Complaint His Majefty could not or would not remove 
an il] Governour ; and in ſhort, as if your doing the thing would not be 
altogether upon confidence in His Majeſty and not in any Governour 
whatſoever. The words of reſpe& here uſed to His Majefty come with 
2 very ill Grace, and have not that Gravity in them, which would be 
more becoming, fince in the ſame breath you are difregarding His own 
Demand and undervaluing His Favour, and making light of His Declarg= 
tion, That i you do not pay an immediate Regard to Hu Inſtruction He mill look 
upon it as a manifeſt Mark of your Undutiful Behaviour to Himſelf. You carry 
on the ſame kind of reaſoning to the end of your Paper, which ſeems much

better adapted to amuſe than to prove any thing. 


IN the firſt place you make a very pompous Repreſentation of the Gaz 
vernour's Authority, and of the great dependance the other parts of the General 
Court have on bu diſcretionary Power, and call his Support the ſingle Inſtance in 
which he bas ſome dependance on the Aſſembly; and juft after you caſt an odi-

AND as I am ſtill of Opinion that you have ated upon miſtaken No- 
tions, I cannot give over the Hopes . of your coming to ſee things in that 
true Light, in which I flatter my ſelf that I have flated the Point in Queſ- 
tion: And as I am diſpoſed to gratiſy you as far as is conſiſtent with my 
Duty and my Honour, I hope you will conſider what advances you can 
make towards a Compliance, that ſo the preſent Seſſion may not be a need-

an earneſt thereof, (p. 6.) His Excellency in his Meſſage to the Houſe (p.11.) 
informed them, that he was utterly diſabled from conſenting to the Reſolve 
for that Grant, it being contrary-to His Majeſty's Inftruction : Whereupon 
the Houſe choſe a Committee to join with a Committee of the Honoura- 
ble Board to prepare a proper Anſwer to the ſaid Meſſage ; and purſuant 
to a Meſſage from the Board, as entred (p. 11.) purporting, that they had 
not yet paſſed upon the Report of the Committee in Anſwer to his Excel- 
lency's Meſſige, apprehending it neceſſary even from the tenour of the ſaid 
Report, for this Eonrt'to make a new Grant, the former Grant not having 
been accepted, The Houſe proceeded to Refolve, That the Sum of Fourteen 
Hundred Pounds be paid to his Excellency the Governour, to enable him to 
manage the Affairs of the Government, and the Sum of Three Hundred 
Pounds to defrey his Charges .in coming, and choſe a Committee to conſider 
the Report of the Committee on His Excellency's Meſſage to both Houſes, 
with the Vote of the Honourable Board (p. 22) who reported thereon, as 
entred (p. 23.) aſſuring His Excellency of the readineſs of this Court to 
improve the Powers vefted in them by the Royal CHARTER of impoſing. 
and levying proportionable and reaſonable Rates and Taxes, and diſpoſing 
of the fame in providing for His Ample and honourable Support, and pray- 
ing His Excellency's Acceptance of the Grant then made and therewith pre- 
fented, which Report was accepted by the Houſe, and together with the 
two Votes, viz. Fourteen Hundred and Three Hundred Pounds was ſent up 
for Concurrence; His Excellency returned an Anſwer (p. 28,) declaring that 
a Support given in ſuch a precarious manner as has been uſual here could 
not poſſibly be Honourable becauſe it implied no ſort of Confidence in 
the Governour, and made the ſupport of it viſibly depend on an entire 
Compliance with every thing demanded by the other Branches of the Le- 
giſlature, & c. and that he could never accept of a Grant of this kind: Upon 
which a Committee of both Houſes was appointed to conſider and report 
on His Excellency's Meſſage, who reported thereon (as entred p. 31, 32,31 
therein alledging, that the CHARTER impowers the General Aſſembly to 
raiſe Money for the Support of the Government accorning to ſuch whol- 
ſome and reaſonable Laws as they ſhould judge to be for the good and wel- 
fare of the Province, and that it was againſt the Deſign of the Power ſo 
veſted in them for the Court to paſs any Acts purſuant to that Inſtruction, 
apprehending that the paſſing of ſuch Acts had a direct tendency to wea- 
ken if not deftroy our happy Conftitution, by our giving away the great 
and almoſt only Privilege that gives Weight to the Houſe of Repreſenta- 
| tives,

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tives, which is the making Grants of Money as the exigence of Affairs 
requires; which Report was accepted by the Houſe but not by the Board. 
The Vote of the Board for Non- acceptance of the ſaid Report was ac- 
companied with a Draft of an Anſwer to His Excellency's Meſſage, ſent 
down for Concurrence, (p. 38.) which Draft altho' it recites the Opinion 
of the Board that the great End propoſed in the Power granted by the 
Royal CHARTER would be beft anſwered without. eftabliſhing a fixed 
Salary, yet the Houſe ROY that the ſaid Draft was in many re- 
ſpects deficient did non-cur the fame, and then proceeded to put the 
Que ſtion with a Preamble (p. 35.) Whether paſſing an Act for fixing a Salary on 
the Governour or Commander in Chief for the time being would not be hurtful to 
the Inhabitants of thu Province, and therefore contrary to the plain End and De- 
ſian of the Power weſted in them by the Royal CHARTER which à to make 
wholeſome and reaſonable Orders and Laws as they ſhall judge to be for the good 
and welfare of the Province? Which was Reſolved in the Affirmative, and 
ſent up for Concurrence, and was ſent down again with a Meſſage from 
the Board that they thought it improper and unſafe to paſs on the Queſ- 
tion, for that it was not only expreſſed in doubtful Terms, but the method 
of Reſolving Matter of ſuch a Nature by anſwering Queſtions is incon- 
venient and altogether new and without precedent, 4p. 38) The Houſe then 
paſſed it into a Vote, viz. That paſſing ſuch an Act will be dangerous to 
the. Inbabitants of this Province, Ce, which they ſent up for Concurrence. 
The Board Non-cur'd the Vote, adding that they apprehended that a Sa- 
lary might be granted for à certain time to His Excellency our preſent 
Governour without danger to the Province (38 æforeſaid) Fhe Houſe or- 
dered that a Conference ſhould be had with the Honourable Board on 
the ſubject matter of the ſaid Vote (p. 39.) which was attended, and the 
Houſe obſerving that it was alledged by the Board that they could not 
concur in ſaid Vote, in as much as it was ſaid in the Preamble thereof. 
that the Council and Repreſentatives had granted an ample and honour- 
able Support for the Governour, which the Board could not ſay becauſe 
it was not expreſſed for what time the Sum was granted ; thereupon being 
returned to their own Chamber, the Houſe ſent up the Vote for Concur- 
rence leaving out the Preamble (p. 41) The Board ſent down the Vote 
concur'd with the Amendment. (v. 42) which with the ſaid Amendment 
fiands thus, Voted, That the paſſing an Act for fixing a Salary on the Grucrnout 
or Commander in Chief without Limitation of time may prove of ill Conſcquince to 
thu Province: Which was read and non-concur'd, and the Houſe adhet'd 
to their own Vote, and ſent it up for Concurrence, (p. 43) The Bard 
Non-concur'd the Vote of the Houſe and inſiſted on their own Vote.

NOW although we have after the beft manner we are capable of think- 
ing or acting for the publick Good come into the many Votes and Reſo- 
lutions before-mentioned, and with a pure and ſincere deſire aimed at the 
Weal and Proſperity of this Province, and are ftill fully of the ſame mind, 
yet whereas ſeveral Members have deſired to know the Minds of their Prin- 
cipals, therefore this Houſe to prevent any Miſrepreſentations that may be 
made to the ſeveral Towns in this Province have concluded upon this Ac- 
count of the Proceedings in this Affair and the Reaſons and Grounds

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3. Becauſe this muft neceſſarily leſſen the Dignity and Freedom of the 
Houſe of Repreſentatives in making Acts and raiſing and applying Taxes, 
Ce. and conſequently cannot be thought a proper Method to preſerve that 
Balance in the three Branches of the Legiſlature, which ſeems neceſſary to 
form maintain and uphold our Conſtitution. 


4. Becauſe the CHARTER fully impowers the General Aſſembly to 
make ſuch Laws and Orders as they judge for the good and welfare of the 
Inhabitants; and if they or any part of them judge this not to be for their 
good, they neither ought nor can come into it: For, as to act beyond or 
without the Powers granted in the CHARTER, might juftly incur the 
King's diſpleaſure ; ſo not to ict up and agreable to thoſe Powers, might 
juſtly be deem'd a betraying the Rights and Privileges therein granted. 
Moreover, if we ſhould now give up this Right, we ſhall open a Door to 
many other Inconveniencies.

S 1 am defirous to give you all the Information I can to prevent your 

going into Meaſures that may hurt the People whom you repreſent, 

I thought it not improper to lay before you an Extract out of a publick Let- 

ter written by Mr. Agent Dummer on the tenth of March 1722, which 1

© Fave ſomething to communicate from my Lord Carteret

without a Diviſion: This His Lordſhip ſaid would be our Fate on 
& the like Occaſion. I told His Lordſhip, that His Majeſty's Sub- 
« jects in New-England were a virtuous induſtrious People, and uni- 
„ yerſally loyal, and that as they firſt ſertled thoſe Parts on the 
© Foundation of their CHARTER; ſo the. Happineſs they enjoy'd 
<« by it was a great Encouragement to their Induſtry, and therefore 
I could not but hope they would never be deprived of it. His 
© Lordſhip aniwer'd in a very obliging manner, That he really be- 
© liey'd we were in the main that good People I had repreſented, 
* but then made this adyantage of it, that it was the more grievous 
© to the Government here to receive ill Treatment from thoſe who 
© were in other reſpects ſo dutiful and loyal to His Majeſty. I 
& prayed His Lordſhip to inſtance in what we offended, and was an- 
e {wered, That we denied the Right of the Crown to the Woods, 
„That we invaded the Prerogative in refuſing the Governour's Ne- 
« pative Power, tho ſettled and veſted in Him by CHARTER, 
That by ſeyeral Votes and Reſolutions of the lower Houſe printed 
© in their Journals, we ſhewed an Inclination to be independent of 
the Adminiſtration here, That we treated the King's Commands 
« as waſte Paper, particularly in nor ſettling a proper Salary on our 
* Governours, Which the reſt of the King's Provinces had done, and 
* which had been often and earneſtly recommended to us by the 
* Crown. And to thefe things His Lordſhip added, that we treated 
Col. SHUTE the King's Repreſentative with great Contempt, 
* notwithſtanding we could not reaſonably expect a better Gover- 
* nour unleſs we intended to nominate one our ſelves. Theſe were 
* the Matters which His Lordſhip. chiefly inſiſted upon; * 
5 . K whi 
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t which I made the beſt Anſwers I was able, eſpecially as to the 
«two Articles of the Right of the Woods, and the appointment of 
% a Speaker: In both which I always thought and do ſtill think 
* that the Aſſembly may be juſtified ; yet I hope I ſhall be pardon'd 
« if I ſay from the long Experience I have had in your Affairs, that 
„ when we are never ſo much in the Right it is our true Intereſt 
* to defend that Right with Modeſty and conduct it with Prudence. 
“ For a Concluſion His Lordſhip was pleaſed to ſay, If I were able 
* to acquit the Aſſembly of any evil Intentions and wilful Faults ; 
yet they were at leaſt chargeable with great Imprudences : And 
* then deſit d me again to recommend to them for their own Sakes a 
more diſcreet Conduct. 


I hope you will weigh the ſeveral Particulars here mentioned, and take 
effectual Care that your Proceedings may give no room to apprehend the

A Meſſage from His Excellency the Governour, by Mr. Secretary, viz; 


Gentlemen of the Houſe of Repreſentatives, 


1 Thought it proper to delay anſwering your Meſſage of the 12:5. Ins 
ftant, in which you deſired to Riſe that you might adviſe with your Towns, 
till I had ſeen the Draught which you had accepted as what might be neceſſary 
to adviſe the Towns bow far the Court had proceeded in the matter of a Salary to 
the Governour ; for by your Vote of the 7th. appointing a Committee to 
draw it up, you ſeem to allow that your own going home would be need- 
leſs, ſince you reſolved to tranſmit to them what might be neceſſary, and ſince - 
upon that they might if they pleaſed ſend you Directions how to act for 

them. But you have now carried the thing much further, for you con- 
clude, that you dare neither come into an Act for fixing a Salary on the Governour 
for ever, nor for a limited time, what then can it ſignify to know the minds of 
your. Principals and adviſe with your Towns ſince, you dare not take their Advice, 
if it ſhould differ from your own Opinion, all your meaning therefore can 
only be that you would go home to give Advice to your Towns, but that 


| 
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you are fully reſolved to take none from them, which is not a very re- 
ſpectſul Treatment of thoſe who have choſen you to repreſent them: You 
ſay, That the Houſe to prevent any Miſrepreſentations, that may be made to the ſe- 
weral Towns in thu Province, have concluded upon tha Account of the Proceedings 
in thu Affair, and of the Grounds and Reaſons thereof; It were to be wiſhed 
you had purſued this Deſign impartially, inftead of which you have fer 
forth the ſtrength of the Argument on one fide and concealed it on the 
other, ſo that your Account can only ſerve to miſ. inform thoſe who rely 
upon it, and this the genarality of People in the Country will naturally do, 
if they are not warned of their Danger of being miſled, for it cannot be 
ſuppoſed that they will have the time or take the pains to compare it with 
the Pages of the Votes as they are cited, but will of courſe expect that you 
have taken all that is material out of them. Now as this has not been 
done, I thought my ſelf obliged in Juftice to the publick, to point out the 
defects and miftakes of this Account, and to ſet the matter once more in a 
true Light, that as you have found your ſelves at a loſs to give any Reply 
to my long Meſſage of the 34. Inftant, you may have as little ſucceſs in 
your deſign of filling the minds of the People with the fame wrong Noti- 
ons, which have already been and are ſo eaſy to be confuted. In the 
very beginning you omit taking any notice at all of my SPEECH in 
which I obſerved, That Parliaments bad made it a Cuſtom to grant the Civil 
T.ift to the King for Life, and that the ſame Maxims that made Great Britain 
ſhine would make you flouriſh. 


YOU begin with His Majefty's 23d. Inſtruction (p. 2) where you omit 
mentioning, That Hs Majeſty had declared your Compliance neceſſary to 
preſerve b favour and your not ſhewing an immediate vegard to bis Pleaſure 
therein an undutiful Bebaviour, which would oblige Him to lay the Affair 
before the Legiſlature at home, but when you come to your own firſt Reſolve 
Q. 6.) to grant J. 1700, you inſert it at length and almoſt word for word; 
then again when you come to my Meſfage (p. 11.) you only ſay that I in- 
formed you that I was utterly diſabled from conſenting to the Reſolve of that 
Grant, it being contrary to Hu Majeſty's Inſtruction, but you ſhould have men- 
tioned my Reaſon, becauſe it was the very thing againſt which thu Inſtruftion 


. was levelled, as done in order to keep the Governour the more dependent on the 


Cauncil and Repreſentatives ; juft aſter you | a very particular Account 
of your Proceedings with the Council and your ſecond Grant, and your 


Meſſage with it, (p. 18, 22, 23.) and then you give a ſhort account of the 
Alegations of my Meſſage (p. 28.) omitting what J inſiſted on to ſuppore 
and prove them, viz. That Gentlemen knew in their Conſciences that the Allow- 
auces for the Governour's Salary bad been kept back till other Bills of moment bad 
been conſented te; you had once put off this Charge with a turn 2s if Salaries 
away: booked forward, but as I have ſince ſhewn this to be plainly contrary 
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to the proceedings of laſt Winter, you now very prudently ſay nothing 
at all about it, nor what gave Occaſion to it!. The next thing you men- 
tion is a Draught of your own (p. 31, 32, 33.) which was never offered to 
me, and conſequently not anſwered, and therefore you find it convenient 
to give ſome account of it in this place ; whereas you ſay but a word or 
two of a like Paper delivered to me afterwards (p. 52. 53) which contains 
much the ſame matter with this Draught, and nat one word of the Con- 
tents of my Reply to it (p. 55, 56, 57.) except ſomething of the Concluſi- 
on, which Reply was ſo full that you have thought fit to drop the Diſ- 
pute upon it; and ſo that you might mention your own Arguments with- 
out being diſcover'd to conceal my Anſwers, you bring them in only on 
this formal Occaſion, but I will reftore them to their proper place, and go 
on in order to obſerve, that you give all the particulars of a Diſpute you 
had with the Council at full length, (p. 35, 38, 39, 41, 42 43.) and then at 


once grow very ſhort again when you come to mention any thing that- 


came from me; you juft ſay of my Anſwer to your Meſſage (p. 47.) that I 
figni ſied I could not agree to a Receſs till Hu Majeſty's 234. Inſtruction was com- 
plied with, without mentioning a very ſhort and ftrong Reaſon which I had 
given for it, becauſe I ſhould thereby make your immediate Regard to Hu Majeſty's

with me I am willing to ſtop a little where you are ſo much in a hurry, 


and ſhew in this place that all that you mentioned before out of your 
draught (p. 31, 32, 33.) is ſufficiently anſwered in a few words of my Reply 


(p. 55, 56, 57-) as follows, I tannot ſee why you apprehend that paſſing Acts pur- 
ſuant to the Inftruftion has a direct tendency to weaken your happy Conſtitution, eſpe- 


cially fince you now acknowledge what I bad formerly obſerved, that each Branch 
of the Legiſlature (and conſequently the Governour) ought to be enabled to ſupport 
by own Dignity and Freedom, which à all that à intended by the Inſtruction.

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difference with the Connell (p. 62.) and then although you had already 
brought together every Eircymftance that you thought made for you, and 
omitted what ſeemed to make moſt ffrongly againft you: You ſeem ftill 
apprehenſive that People may not be enough prejudiced in your Favour, 
2 0 therefore you conclude all witti four Reaſons at length, which contain 
the ſubſtatice of your former Allegations; as if they were unanſwerable, or 

at. leaft had never been anſwered; whereas in Fact I had given a ſufficiene 
Reply to every thing contained in them, and therefore it would have been 
no more than a,piece of Juſtice to me, to have ſet down the ſubſtance of 
my Anſwers 2 fully as the Reaſons themſelves, but ſince that is not done 
as I might have expected, I think it neceſſary to do it my ſelf in the faireft 
manner, by firſt; repeating your Ground and Reaſons word for word, om 
whence you ſay it may plainly appear, that you dare neither come into an Ad for

1, BECAUSE it & an untrodden path which'neither you nor your Predeceſſors have 
gone in, and you, cannot certainly foreſee the many dangers there may be in it, and 
zou muſt depart from that way which has been found ſafe and comfortable. g 


In anſwer to this L have already ſhewn (p. 50) that the ſame methods which 
are found no ways to prejudice the: Rights and Liberties of the People of Great Bri- 
tain nor of other Colonies, cannot cannot prejudice thoſe of tha. Provice; and again 
upon your replying, That the Britiſh Conſtitution differ'd from yours in many re- 
Pects, I (aid, (p. 56.) That I took the chief Difference to have been in the uſe made 
of the Conſtitution, which has been no ways to your Advantage, for by Great Bri- 
rain's keeping up to the Conſtitution, publick Credit ſtill continues at the height; not- 
withſtanding the vaſt Charges and Debts of the Nation; but with you Credit bas 
fallen lower and lower in an amazing manner, -and thu has proceeded plainly from 
the want of a ſufficient Check in the other Branches of the Legiſlature to the ſudden. 
and unadviſed Meaſures of former Aſſemblies. By this you might have ſeem 
bow ſafe and comfortable your way of granting Allowances ſo as to keep the 
Governour dependent has been, ſince it produced nothing leſs than the Fall 
of publick Credit.

ever you hope to come near the Happineſs of Great Britain, it muſt be by ſupporting 
thoſe parts of the Legiſlature which of late bave been too much depreſſed, but are 
in themſelves neceſſary to guard the Liberties and Properties of the Inhabitants as 
well as the Houſe of Repreſentatives, I have ſhewn (p. 57-) that you cannot 
be in earneſt when you ſay, that other things which depend ow a Governour are 
waſily more than a Counter-balance to hu Support or Subſiſtence, and juſt after you 
caſt an odions Aſperſion on an undoubted Branch of the Power lodged with the Go- 
vernour, which u to keep the Court together as long as he thinks the publick Affair:

Entitled a Corfirmation of the Great Charter, That for 
no Buſineſs from henceforth we ſhall take ſuch manner of Aids, Tasks nor Prices, but 
by the common aſſent of the Realm, and for the common Profit theroof, ſaving the 
ancient Aids and Prices due and accuſtomed. I will likewiſe ſet down the words 
of the Statue of the 34h. of the ſame King, Chap. 1. which was Enacted 
to make the former more full and certain —— No Talliage or Aids [ball be 
taken or levied by Us or Our Heirs in Our Realm without the good will and aſſent 
of Arch- Biſhops, Biſhops, Earles, Barons, Knights, Burgeſſes, and other Freemen of 


the Land. Theſe Clauſes of Acts of Parliament are as ftrong at leaft as any 


words in your Charter, which gives no Power of raiſing and diſpoſing of 
Money greater than thoſe of all Engliſhmen, and yet I defy you to ſhew that 
theſe Acts of Parliament or any other were ever pretended to be an Ob- 
jection againſt granting to the King a Revenue for Life, which appears to 
have been done, and much more time out of mind by the Preamble of the 
firſt of James the firſt, Chap. 33. which is too long to be mſerted in this 
place, but where you will find that the ſame Dutys of Tunnage and-Poun= 
dage that had been granted to Henry the 7th. Henry the 8th. Edward the 6th. 
Queen Mary, Queen Elizabeth, and other the King's Progenitors, Kings of 
England, were given to King James the firft, To have, take, enjoy and perceive 
the Subſidies aforeſaid and every of them, and every part and parcel of them to the 
Kings Majeſty during bu Life natural. So that it is a mere Invention without 
any ground to ſay, that a Charter to grant Moneys is any reaſon againft 
granting them either for a limited or unlimited time. And ſince this is 
now ſo fully proved I hope you will no longer be amuſed with ſo wrong

YOUR laft Obſervation of the many other Inconveniencies to which a Dior 
will be opened, cannot be anſwered till it is explained what thoſe Inconve- 
niencies are, and it looks as if at the very end of your Paper you felt the 
Imperfections of it, ſince you are reduced to call for Help from what you 
have not mentioned, and which I may juftly believe to be of no more 
force than what you have.

Me. Nelles from the Committee appointed the 1875. Currant, to conſider 
His Excellency's Meſſage of the 17th. made report according to Order, 
which he read in his place, and then laid it on the Table, and the Houſe 
having conſilered it, Voted an Acceptance thereof: Which is as follows, viz, 


May it pleaſe your Excellency, 


S the Houſe of Repreſentatives in the beginning of this long Seſſion, 
aſſured You, that it ſhould be their Endeavour that your Continuance 
here, might be eaſy and comfortable; ſo ſince Your deſire of a fixed Salary has 
been under Conſiderstion, we have always been careful that our Conſulta- 
tions and Concluſions thereabout, might be managed in the moſt decent 
and reſpectful manner; chuſing to ſay leſs than the Subject will bear, and 
no more, than what the Nature of the thing and Faithfulneſs to the Peo- 
ple required ; left by a too cloſe and critical diſquiſition of this matter, 
ſomeching ſhould drop that might be offenſive, and interrupt that Harmony 
and good Underſtanding between Your Excellency and this Houſe, which 
is ſo conducive to Your Eaſe, ſo neceſſary to the publick Good, and fo 
very much deſiced and valued by Us; for this cauſe it was that this Houſe 
declined being any thing particular, as to the Reaſons they were influen-

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' YOUR PEx2elleney begins with taking notice of an Incon/iſtency beqween 
our Defire of a Liberty of riſing and going to our ſeveral Towns, and our Vote of 
the 7th. Inſtant, for appointing a Committee to draw up, what migbt be neceſſary 
to adviſe the Towns, how far we had proceed in the matter of a Sal@y for the 
Governour, SINCE WE RESOLVED TO TRANSMIT TO THEM WHAT 
MIGHT BE NECESSARY, To this we would hambly ſay, that we never 
Reſolved that ſuch an Account ſhould be ſent, but only to prevent Mif- 
repreſentations, we concluded, that the Account which was drawn up, might be 
tranſmitted by ſuch Members, as ſaw cauſe, (Journal p. 66.) and this was not 
on the 7th. but 11th. Inftant, and this we ſuppoſe, every impartial Perſon 
muſt think very proper, if the Repreſentatives had been permitted to re- 
turn home: and to ſave the trouble and difficulty of fending to many of 
our remote Towns, to have been permitted to riſe, might have been con- 
venient, if Your Excellency had given leave. 


YOUR Excellency in the next place puts 3 Conſtruction on our words, 
(We dare not come into an Act for fixing a Salary on the Governour for ever, nor 
for à limited time) far different from what we intended, and from what in 
common Acceptation, they muſt import; it muſt be underſtood, and fo it 
certainly was intended, that for thoſe Reaſons we did not dare to come into 
ſuch an AR, without the ſpecial Orders of Our Eonftituents, and therefore 
we drew up an Account for every Repreſentative, that ſaw cauſe, to ſend to 
his Town for their Orders either the one way or the other, and had printed Pur 
Excellency's Reaſons for ſuch an Act, and Your Anſwers to all our Objections, and 
referred the People to them, for whoſe ſakes you had told us, they were given, 
without making any particular reply, to abate their Force. 


OUR Excellency ſeems to lay great Weight upon our not giving a fuller 
Account of your ſeveral Meſſages, aud the Arguments and Reaſons contained in them, 
and mention this as the great Cauſe and Reaſon of your laſt Meſſage: To this 
we would humbly offer, that we referred to every Meſſage, printed at large 
in our Journal, and we think this more ſafe and certain to give them their 
full weight than any Epitome we could make, and leaft liable to any ex- 
ception from Your Excellency, and every other perſon ; and as to that in- 
different and careleſs Temper You ſeem to think ſo prevalent in the Coun- 
try, that they will not in a matter of this Importance take the pains to look 
into the ſeveral pages referred to in the Journal, which at moft can be but 
a few hours Work, we cannot but hope when Your Excellency has bzen 
longer among us, you will think better of us : We cannot think that a mate 
ter that has lain ſo long and heavy upon us, would be ſo curſorily and heed- 
leſly paft over by our Conſtituents, who, we hope, are Engliſhmen in their 
hearts, inclinations and practice, as well as in Name : And if the People are 
ſuch as we have now deſcribed them, the greateſt part of Your e 
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loſes its Foundation at once, and can need no other Anſwer; and if they 
are ſo ſtupidly heedleſs and careleſs as they would be, if they ſhould act ſo 


negligently, as Your Excellency intimates, it is of little conſequence what, 
or whethegany Repreſentation at all were made to them of any thing. 


\ YOUR FExcellency Faults our omitting the Arguments you offered in your 
Speech, from the practice of the Parliament in granting the Civil Liſt to the King 
for Life. We cannot think this could have ſerved your Cauſe, if we had 
mentioned what was ſaid by the Houſe in Anſwer to it, (Journal, p. 32.) 


YOUR Excellency mentions the want of a ſufficient Check in the other 
Branches of the Legiſlature, ws the Cauſe of the fall of the Credit of the publick 
Bills : whereas the true Reaſon very clearly appears to have been, that ſuch 
Bills were not made a Tender in all Payments whatſoever. 


AS to what Your Excellency ſays, concerning the Lieut. Governout's 
coming into the Act for emitting the laft J. 60 ooo, we doubt not but the 
true ſtate of the Caſe is this; That tho' His Honour in the beginning of 
that Seſſion thought His Majefty's: Inftru&ion forbad him coming into it, 
yet upon Deliberation and Advice of the Aſſembly, his great Council, he 
was otherwiſe minded. 


YOUR Excellency ſeems next to intimate as tho? we were loth to men- 
tion or-take notice of what might recommend us to His Majefty's Favour; 
if any thing of this Nature could be inferred from what we have ſaid or 
done, we ſhould be exceedingly concerned, for above all things we are de- 
firous to approve our ſelves lojal and dutiful Subjects, and we glory in it, as our 
greateſt Honour, that no People thro' His Majeſty's extended Dominions, can 
boaft 2 more univerſal Loyalty and firmer Attachment to the Auguſt Houſe of HA-= 
NOVER; This was one thing that filled us with ſuch Joy at Your Excel- 
lency's Arrival, as being of a Family ſo noted for the ſame loyal Principles ; 
and we are diſpoſed to ſhew our Loyalty to His Majeſty by an Honourable Sup- 
port to His Governour, in any Way conſiſdent with our Privileges, and as Mr. Agent 
Dummer (in his Letter of March roth. 1722. which Your Excellency ſent us 
an Extract from on the 12th. Inftant) tells us, that My Lord Carteret aſſured 
bim, that meither His late Majeſty King GEORGE, nor any of His Miniſters bad 
any d ſign to violate our Privileges, ſo we doubt not but His preſent Msjeſty, 
whoſe Wiſdom Equity and Mildneſs are ſo univerſally acknowleidged, will be 
pleaſed to ſee, that as on the one band we are diſpoſed to Grant Your Excellen-- 
Cy more than double the Sum (for Your Support) to what -we have heretofore granted 
to our Governours, fo, on the-other hand, we cannot but confide in bis paterna! 
Gvodneſ,, that it will be pleaſing to him, that we do it not in à way bearing 
On our Privileges W | 
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"THERE are many other Particulars Your Excellency takes notice we have 
omitted to mention; to which this General Anſwer, we cannot but think, 
Tufficient, That our People are not ſo heedfeſs and fooliſh, as in a matter 
of this Importance, not to turn to the Pages they are deſired to read and 
conſider in the printed Journal, ſent to the ſeveral Towns for that end; if 
they do thus, nothing is omitted, if they do not, they act contrary to the deſire 
of this Houſe, and the good Character we think, they deſerve; and muft be 
content to be eſteemed as heedlefs and tho'tleß as they have been repreſented. 


WE cannot however but take notice, how convenient it might have been, 
if Your Excellency had quoted the Words of the Statute of 34 Edw. 1- Cap. 
I. in your Anſwer to our ſecond Reaſon, which you afterwards mention 
we ſaid, we did not fix a Salary (when we had been told we were met for 
that, and ſhould not riſe till we had finiſhed it (p. 47-) becauſe by Mag- 
na Charta Moneys were to be rafſed and diſpoſed of our free accord without 
Compulſion: The Words of the Statute are, No Tillage or Aid ſhall be taken 
without the good will and aſſent of Arch- Biſhops, Biſhops, Earls, Barons, Knights, 
Burgeſſes, and other Freemen of the Land, As your Excellency asks ſeveral Que- 
ſtions on this bead, we would only beg leave to ak one, whether it has been 
cuſtomary, that the Knights, Burgeſſes and other Freemen of the Land ſhould be 
told, that they were met, to grant Money in ſuch a particular Way and Man- 
ner, and ſo they ſhould be Kepr, till they had done it, and this in order to 
gain their good will and aſſent? 


YOUR Excellency towards the cloſe takes notice of the Statute t Jac- 
1. Cap. 33. the Preamble of which you ſay is too long to be inſerted, 
that Statute can never be thought to affect the preſent caſe. Your Excel- 
lency quotes ir, to induce us to ſettle a Salary for the Governour's Support 
for the time being, but the Subſidys granted by that Statute are declared in 
that Preamble, to be given the King towards his great Coſts, Charges and 
Expences, which may be expended and laid out for the keeping and ſure + 
defending of the Seas, againſt all Perſons intending or that ſhall intend the 
diſturbance of the Commons or invading the Realm, &c. We cannot think 
"Your Excellency would look upon Your ſelf and all ſucceeding Governours, 
bound to be at the Charge of defending this Province againft any Enemies 
that might invade us, if we ſhould fix a Salary ; but, for this end, thoſe 
Subſidys were granted King James, and the Commons ſay in the fame Pre- 
_— that thoſe Sublidys .did not countervail the King's great Charges 
;therein. 


TO Conclude we ſay, that as to the unmentioned Reaſons, Your ExceVenoy 
is ſo pleaſant upon, .we.are too ſeriouſly affected with them to lcſe their 


Umpreſſion by ſuch a Turn, we cannot think your Excellency is realy a 
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a lofs, whether great Inconveniencies may not enter in at the Door ws 
ſhould open, it we came into this Act; however, we chuſe rather to 
omit ſaying what might juſtly be offered, than to uſe a Freedom that might 
be offenſive.; And if any thing has now been ſaid, that is liable to a 
doubtful Conſtruction, we beg of Your Excellency to accept it, in the 
moſt favourable ſenſe; for we are very deſirous to continue in Your Fa- 
vour, and to give You all Encouragement, to improve Your great Abilities for 
Our Good, which Your Excellency told us in Your Speech in the beginning 
of this Seſſion You ſhould heartily conſult: And as Your Excellency was 
pleaſed very kindly to tell us, Our Priviledges ſhould be Your peculiar Care, and 
the Happineſs of the Province Your utmoſt Endeavour, we would pray You not 
to inſiſt upon a Support in a way attended with ſo many Difficulties ; and 
We aſſure Your Excellency, that we are ready in - the uſual manner to 
grant You what is very Ample and Honourable, to enable Your Excellency 
to manage the Affairs of the Province. 


WE perſwade Our ſelves, we have ſaid enough to ſhew, that we were 
not ſilent, becauſe there was not room to make Exception to Your Excellency's 
Reaſons and Arguments upon the matter under debate, as Your Excellency 
ſeems to intimate, but becauſe, we were loth to ſay, what might be look'd 
upon by any, to be too great a Freedoms. | |

IN your Meſſage of the 20th Inftant you ſay, that you have always been 
careful that your Conſultations and Concluſions might be managed in the moſt decent 
and reſpect ſul manner, and that when you were as it were neceſſitated to deſcend into 
Particulars, you carefully avoided every thing that could have the appearance of Irri- 
tation. Theſe Aſſurances would be very engaging to me, if I could poſſibly 


| reconcile your Conduct to them; for what could be leſs decent or reſpect ful 


and more irritating than directly to charge me with a deſign to keep you ſitting 
in order to compel you to act contrary to your native Freedom and declared Fudg- 
ment, and ſo betray the great Truſt and Confidence your Principals bave repoſed in 
Jou? i 


I think I have fully ſhewn that the King's Inſtruction is no ways againft 
your Freedom, and that no ſufficient Reaſons have appeared to determine yaur 
Fudgment againſt it, and that your Principals are 1n no danger of being Suf- 
ferers by any thing but your undutiful Bebaviour to His Majeſty in diſregarding 
Hu Pleaſure, ſignified by it. So little Juftice as well as Decency has there been 
obſerved in your laying ſuch a deſign to my Charge, and therefore very 
few will be of Opinion that your filence or imperfet Anſwers have pro- 
ceeded from this Motive. 


AND now to conſider the Particulars of your laft Reply, I don't zppre- 
hend that you clear up the Inconſiſtency I had obſerved between your Vote 
of the 7th- and your deſire to riſe on the 11th. for though indeed the word 
tranſmit is not in your firſt Vote, yet it is plainly implied, ſince how could 
the Towns be adviſed if nothing was to be tranſmitted to them? and at that 
time the deſign of ſending it appears general, though afterwards on the 
11th. you limited it to thoſe Repreſentatives who ſaw cauſe to have it tranſ- 
witted. 


YOUR next period gives me 2 good deal of ſatisfaction ſince it opens 2 
Door to your Conftituents to give you ſpecial Orders to comply, in which caſe 
you do not infift upon your not daring to do it. I confeſs I did not ſee 
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that this followed. from the common Acceptation of your words, becauſe there 
was no Exception expreſſed, but you have now fully explained your mind, 
which amounts to allowing that you may be lawfully compelled by your 


Conſtituents to à thing, though it ſhould be againft your own declared 
Jud, ments. 


YOU proceed to obſerve that 1 lay great weight upon your not giving a fur- 
ther Account of my ſeveral Meſſages and the Arguments and Reaſons contained in 
them. To which you reply, That you referred to every Meſſage printed at large 
i your Journal as more ſafe and certain to give them their full weight, than any 
Epitome you could make, But here I have great Reaſon to complain as I 
have done before of your viſible partiality in telling only a part of what 
1 lay weight upon, What I ſaid was that you have ſet forth the ſtrength of the 
Argument on one ſide, and conceal'd it on the other, To this what you offer 
contains no Anſwer to me, but what makes againft your ſelves, for if it was 
more ſafe and certain to refer at large than to make any Epitome, why did not you 
do ſo with your own Votes and Meſſages to me, why were they Epitomized 
fo fully while mine were neglected? Did you intend thereby to take away 
part of the weight of your own Proceedings on purpoſe that mine alone 
might have their full weight? I am ſorry you give me ſo juſt cauſe to think 
you rather diverting than ſerious on this occaſion. 


YOU go on with obſerving, that s to that indifferent careleſs Temper which 
T ſeem to think ſo prevalent in the Country, that they will not in a matter of thu 
Importance take the pains to look into the ſeveral Pages referred to in the Journal, 
which at moſt can be but a few hours work, you hope that when I have been longer a- 
mong you, I will think better of you. One would think by this that I had ac- 
cuſed the People of being indifferent and careleſs which I never did, but I 
ſuppoſe becauſe you find me defective in expreſſing my ſelf, you are ſo 
obliging as to help me to ſuch a civil way of treating the People in the Coun- 
try; all T had ſaid was that it cannot be ſuppoſed that the Generality of People 
in the Country will have the time or take the pains to compare your Account with 
the Pages of the Votes as they are cited, I did not think this any Reflection 
vpon them, becauſe I know it to be true of the Country People in England, 
and in other places where they mind their Labour. You ought to know 
your own People beft, and therefore I am willing to believe that I was miſ- 
taken and that your People will ſpare ſome hours from their Work: And ſince . 
it is ſo I am the more encouraged to take pains to inform them, and I 
cannot but think that when they make this Scrutiny they will be at a loſs to 
imagine for what purpoſe you have inſerted many of your own Votes and 
Diſputes with the Council at length in your Account, ſince they could fo 
eaſily have been directed where to turn to them in the Journal without all 
chat unneceſſary repetition, FO 


YOU 
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YOU think my finding fault with your omiſſien of my Argument, i my 
Speech from the practice of the Parliament could not have ſerved my Cauſe, if I bad 
mentioned what was ſaid by the Houſe in anſwer to it, page 32: To which I 
think it is enough for me to ſay again, that I believe the Point would not 
ſtand in a Light much to your Honour if you had likewiſe mentioned what 
I ſaid to you upon the ſame head in the beginning of pag. 57. which you 
have never anſwered. | 


YOUR next Obſervation is, that inftead of what I mention as the true 
Cauſe of the fall of the publick Credit of the Bills very clearly appears to bave been, 
that ſuch Bills were not made a tender in all Payments whatſoever. Now I will 
venture to affirm that ſuch a proceeding ought to have made them fall much 
lower: For in England where Credit has been preſerved, the Exchequer 
Bills which are iſſued by the Government are never a Tender in any Pay- 
ments but in Taxes, and the Bank have uſually a profit allowed them by 
the Parliament in order to Circulate theſe Bills at PAR. Theſe things are 
ſo well known to Perſons concerned in Trade, that I was ſurprized to 
find any thing aſſerted on this Subje& ſo different from Reaſon or Expe- 
rience. There is no Maxim more certain than that Liberty is the Life of 
Credit, and Force the greateft Enemy to it, and better calculated for a 
French Government than an Engliſh, which makes me wonder to find you 
arguing for a Compulſion on free Engliſhmen to take Paper againft their Will 
inftead of Money. N 


YOU are as much out of the way in your next Article 4 to what I ſay 
concerning the Lieut. Governour's coming into the Ad for Emitting l. 60, ooo. 
I never ſaid one word about his coming into that Act. Is it not very ſtrange 
that while your Country People read your Journals with ſo much care you 
ſhould read them with ſo little? I reminded you in pag. 74. that I had pro- 
duced to you an undeniable Inſtance in page 56. of the Houſe's making uſe of this 
Way (your uſual Way) laſt Winter in order to compel the Lieut, Governour to 4 
Compliance, . In page 56 you will find the Inftance which I give, at length 
out of the Votes of laſt Winter page 104, relating to the Bill about Forti ficati- 
ons Which never paſſed. The Bill which the Lieut, Governour did come 
into was another Bill for raiſing and ſettling a publick Revenue, a Title which 
contains what you ſay you dare not do at preſent, and which Bill has never 
been mentioned by me before.

AT the ſame time that you cry up the Knowlege of the Country Peos 
ple, you can plead a great deal of Ignorance in your ſelves when it ſerves 

our Turn, You have no doubt then forgot what is in His Majeſty's In- 
AcuRion, and which I have ſo often repeated to you, That as you hope to re- 
commend your ſelves to the Continuance of Hu Royal Grace and Favour, you muſt 
manifeſt the ſame by an immediate Compliance, You add, that above all things 
90u are deſirous to approve your ſelves loyal and dutiful Subj-&s ; and yet when 
in my Meſſage, page 50 I reminded you of His Maj:fty's loc king upon 
your denial as a manifeſt mark of your undutiful Behaviour ; you tot k no notice 
of this in your long Reply, p. 52, 53 54 with which negle& therefore I 
had reaſon to charge you in p 55. Thus you may ſee that ſuch ſhif-s as 


you are forced to have recouiſe to in excuſe of your Proceedings will never 
ſtand before plain Facts. 


AND as you quote one Paſſage from my Lord Carteret's Diſcourſe with 
Mr. Agent Dummer, you may remember another, where my Lord Carteret 
ves an Inſtance of your ill Treatment of the Government in treating His 
Majeſty's Inſtructions as waſte Paper, particularly in not ſertling a proper Sa- 
lary on your Governours which the reſt of the King's Provinces bad done, and which 
bad been often and earneſtly recommended to you by the Crown, Your Agent did 
not pretend in Anſwer, it was againſt your Priviledges, well knowing that 
my Lord Carteret was not to be ſo trifled with, 


© YOU proceed next to give one general Anſwer which you think ſufficient to 
quſtify your omitting to mention many other Particulars, which à that your People 
are not ſo beedleſs and fooliſh in a matter of thu Importance as not to turn to the 
pages, for if they don't they muſt be content to be eſteemed as beedleſs and thoughtl: 
as they bave been repreſented. You may pleaſe to remember that theſe pretty 
Epithets of fooliſh, beedleſs and thougbtleß, are all of your own beftowing, 
and not one of them repeated from me, and therefore if any of the People 
have been hindred by their hard Labour from taking the pains you expect 
of them, in which I think they are excuſable, they have you to thank for 
the kind Conſtruction you put upon their Omiſſions.

have been done, and much more time out of mind by the Preamble of the 1 Jac. x Cap: 
33. I fay that much more appears to have been done, ſince Subſidies for Life en- 
joyed by the Kings for the Defence of the Realm and keeping and Safeguard of the 
Seas as that Act recites, were a much higher Truft, than a Revenue only, 
which Revenue muft undoubtedly be ſuppoſed to be provided for before the 
King could be prepared to defend the Realm, ſo that either the Lands or va- 
luable Rights of the Crown then ſubſifting, or perhaps part of theſe Subſidys 
muft neceſſarily be applied that way, ſo that your pleaſantry upon this Sub- 
je, that you carmot think that I would look upon my ſelf nor ſucceeding Governours 
bound to be at the Charge of defending thu Province if you ſhould fix a Salary, falls 
to the Ground, whenever the matter is fairly ſtated. And here indeed I muſt 
take notice that you cannot forbear being pleaſant in your own way, not- 
withſtanding that juft after you take the freedom to blame me for the ſame 
thing, and yet again in the ſame breath you proteft againft your »/ing any of- 
 fenfive Freedom; ſo that you bave the Art of being moft diverting, when you 

declare your ſelves mof1 ſeriouſly affected. e 


AND now you muft give me leave to inſiſt upon it that I was right in 
ſaying before that your Silence was becauſe you found your ſelves at a oſs to give 
any Reply; for Silence would I believe have done you more Service with any 
impartial Perſon than ſhifting and evading and miſrepreſenting in the man- 
ner which I have ſhewn has been done, by thoſe who have drawn up this 
laft Reply, and which I cannot but ſay you have too haftily accepted. 


AND as for their Reaſon why they have not made à cloſe and critical diſ- 
guifition, and why they omit what might juſtly be offered becauſe it would not be ac- 
ceptable or might be offenſive to me; I take it to be a meer excuſe, for giving 
Reaſons ought never to give offence; and doing it in an indecent manner 
will be no Reflection, but on thoſe who do it, and therefore till I ſee real. 
undiſguiſed Anſwers given to my Arguments, I have a right to think them 
unanſwerable. f 
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As for your Offer which yon have now made, I ſee no difference be- 
tween it and what I was obliged to decline before, but in the Sum; That 
is to ſay, that you would give me flill a higher Reward for to take His Ma- 


jefty's Diſpleaſure off from you, and lay it upon my ſelf, which I am by 
no means inclined to do.

Aſſembly of the Maſſachuſetts-Bay, or to any other Perſon whatſoever, with- 
out a Cauſe be inſerted in ſuch Act declaring that the ſame (hall not take 
Effet untill the ſaid At have been approved and confirmed by Hu Majeſ- 
ty, except Ads for Raiſing and Setling a publick Revenue for defreying the 
neceſſary Charge of the Government of the ſaid Province of the Maſſichu- 
ſetts, according to the Inſtruction aready given yon. 


- NOW I find that the only Inſtruction already given to Governour 
SHUTE about Raifing and Setling a publick Revenue for defreying the ne- 
ceſſary Charges of the Government of the ſaid Province was given in 1716, 
which is as follows; IWhereas it is neceſſary that due Provifion be made 
for the Support of the Government of Hu Majeſty's ſaid Province by ſet- 
ting apart ſufficient Allowances to Tou Fit Captain General and Governour 
in Chief, and to His Majeſtys Lieutenant Governour or Commander in 
Chief for the time being reſiding within the ſame : And whereas Hu ſaid 
Province of the Maſſachuſetts Bay has not hitherto taken any manner of 
Care in that matter, though the like Proviſion be generally made in His 
Majeſty's other Plantations in America which are under His immediate 
Government, notwithſtanding that divers of them are much leſs able to do 
it : Tou are therefore to propoſe to the General Aſſembly of His Majeſty's 
ſaid Province, and 3 to uſe Tour beſt Endeavours with them that 
an Ad be paſt for Setling and Eſtabliſbing fixed Salarys upon your Self 
and others His Majeſty's Captains General that may ſucceed Tou in that 
Government, as likewiſe upon His Lieut. Governours or Commanders in 
942 for the time being, ſuitable to the Dignity of thoſe reſpective

I need ſay little more about this matter, but leave you to judge 
whether this Inſtruction has been complied with in the ſaid Act, and 

if not, Whether it was not contrary to the Inſtruction given in 1720, 
and conſequenly, Whether you can expect His Majeſty will allow it, 
There being no Words in the whole Act that they have any Relation 
to that part of the Title, which declares. it, A» Ad for Raiſing aud 
Setling a publick Revenue for aud towards Defreying the 8 
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ef the Government, except theſe, And the whole of the Intereſt of Four 
per Cent. per Annum ſhall be applied for and towards defreying the ne- 


ceſſary Charges of this Government, and to and for no other Uſe whatſo- 
ever. | 


IF therefore you have any Regard for the Currency of thoſe Bills, 
and if you think that any Inconyeniencies might happen to the Pro- 
vince by their Currency's being diſcontinued, I muſt carneſtly re- 
commend ir to you to do the only thing, which I conceive can pre- 
vent the diſallowance of the ſaid Act, which is to make an Expla- 
natory Act intirely conformable to the aforeſaid Inſtructions of 
1720, & 1716, and thereby to ſettle and aſcertain the faid Intereſt of 
Four per Cent, as part of the Salary of the Governour or Comman- 
der in Chicf for the Time being, in ſuch manner that ir may be 
applied and iſſued for that purpoſe as it ſhall come into the Treaſury 
from time to time.

Powers vefted in them, for making, ordaining add effabliſhing Laws,

I was ſorry to find that you would not join a Committee with the Committee of 
the Council to con ſider my Speech of the firſt Inſtant + I cannot but believe that the 
aſſiſtance of the Board might be of uſe to your Deliberations, and I have always 
obſerved a readineſs in them to joyn with a Committee of the Houſe, as often as you 
ba ve ſent up to defireit, A Harmony between the Branches of the Legiſlature is 
2 likely to contribute to the publick Good than keeping at a diſtance from one 
another, | 


If the Act for raiſing and ſettling a publick Revenue, and what bas been 
already done in conſequence of it, bad been more carefully conſidered, you would ſcarce 
bave affirmed that the Act is not contrary to the true intent and meaning of 
the Inſtructions referred to by me; /ince it certainly could never be the intent 
of the ſaid Inſtructions, that the Money given for a Revenue by a new Act ſhould 
be applied only to the eaſing of the ordinary Taxes, as the Intereſt of four per Cent, 
for the firſt Year has already been by the Tax Act of the laſt Seſſion. Thu ſhews 
plainly, that the words Raiſing a publick Revenue, were intended only for a ſhew, 
and not in reality to do the thing. It would be a great mafortune to thu Ad if 
it muſt fall a Sacrifice to former Prejudices, You ſay that an Explanatory Act 
to preſerve it would be fixing a Salary, which tho* ſo ſtrongly recommended 
by Hu Majeſty is concluded by the Houſe to tend very much to the hurt 
of the People of this Province.

Mr. Bisby from the Committee appointed laſt Night to prepare a Vote 
For the Houſe to preſent to His Excellency for his removal of the Court to 
Boſton, made report according to order, which was read and Accepted, and 
thereupon the Houſe came into the following Vote, viz, 


May it pleaſe Your Excellency, 


T is with the greateft Concern that the Houfe of Repreſentatives obſerve 
| Your diſſatisfaction at their Proceedings from time to time: we aſſure 
you nothing has riſen from diſloyalty to His Majeſty, or diſaffection to Your 
Excellency, but purely from faithfulneſs to the Intereft of this Province. 


WE are very much affected, that Your Excellency puts x Conſtruction ſo 
hard and ſo very diſhonourable to us, upou our refuſing to ſettle a Salary, 
Cc. as to ſuggeſt we were influenced by the People in Boſton ; In this Af- 
fair we acted very freely, and are perſwaded the Reaſons that prevail'd with 
us to determine as we have, will go with us, guide and influence us every 
where. | 


IT has always been our hearty deſire and fincere endeavour to cultivate 
and eftabliſh a harmony between Your Excellency and this Houſe ; and we 
are very ſorry You have undertaken what is ſo very grievous to us, and 
hurtful to the Province, as the Removal of the Great and General Court from 
Boſton, We cannot but believe, that the Act, made and paſſed May 25. 1698 
(and wnich has had the Royal Approbation) eftabliſhing the Form of the Writ 
and Precept for calling a Great and General Eourt or Aſſembly, together 
with the Return of the Eonftable, determines the Town- Houſe in Boſton to 
be the only Place for convening, holding and keeping Great and General 
Courts or Aſſemblies de die in diem, during their Seſſion and Seſſions, unlefs 
an equal Power with that which made this Law, ſhould controvl or alter 
it : eſpecially if we conſider the long practice and underftanding of the Law 
in this ſenſe, for we find by the Records of this Court, that Anno 1721, 
when the Hon. Samuel Shute Eſq; then Governour, by the advice of ſuch of 
the Council as he could meet with, on occaſion of the diſtreſſing Circum- 
ances of Boſton, by reaſon of the prevalency of the Small Pon, thought it 


proper 
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proper that the General Court ſhould fit at Cambridge, did then propoſe, 
that they ſhould afterwards come into ſome Act to make their doings there 
valid; and did then give his conſent to an Act or Reſolve that paſſed both 
the other parts of the Legiſlature, to capacitate and qualify them to act va- 
lidly in that Town: and did then alſo aſſure the Repreſentatives, that that 
Method for removing the Court from Boſton to Cambridge ſhould not be 
made a Precedent, and that the Occaſion of it was extraordinary, and his 
only deſign in it, to ſecure the Members of the Court from the Infection 
of the Small Pox then raging in Boſtors, | 


NOW, may it pleaſe Your Excellency, What has been done at this time in 
removing us from Boſton, has been without any Reaſon given, beſides your 
ſuſpicion, which, we are very ſenſible, is without Foundation, and therefore 
very injurious to this Houſe: And ſuch a Removal is attended with very 
dangerous Conſequences, and may expoſe the Members of this Court to 
inſupportable Hardſhips and Difficulties, to the great diſſervice of His Ma- 
jefty's Intereft, and grievous hurt and Damage of the Inhabitants of this Pro- 
vince in many reſpects, very eaſy to be diſcern'd, and needleſs to be parti- 
cularly mentioned. | 


THE Eaſe being thus, we think we ought (in Duty to His Majeſty, and 
Faithfulneſs to the People of this Province) to uſe all proper Means that 
the General Court may be returned to Boſton, where we humbly ap- 
prehend by Law it ought to be, and where the Validity of our Proceedings 
cannot be called in Queftion, 


For this end it is we now Addreſs Your Excellency, and earneſtly intreat 
Your favourable Acceptance of what we offer, and compaſſionate Conlide- 
ration of the deplorable Circumftances of this Loyal and Dutiful, but yet 
Diſtreſſed Province.

A Meſſage from His Excellency the Governour by Mr. Secretary, in 
theſe Words, vis. ; 


Gentlemen of the Houſe of Repreſentatives, 


1 Cannot imagine, how you can expect that I ſhould ſkew the Soncern; 
which I am naturally inclined to have for your Eaſe and Eonveniency, 
before you have ſhewn a due Regard for His Majeſty's Pleaſure ſignified 
by His twenty-third Inſtruction: And if your Thoughts are ſtill the ſame 
that they were at Boſton, it only proves how deep impreſſions were made 
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vpon you there; which I ſhall continue to hope will bs removed in time : 
And till that is done, I confeſs that your profeſſions of Loyalty muſt appear 
unintelligible and unaccountable to me, 


AS to your Reaſons againſt the Power of Adjourning you from Boſton 
to another Place, it ſeems ſtrange to me, that you repeat Arguments that 
were fully debated at a ſolemn Hearing in England, without taking notice 
that the King in Council determined the Point againft you according to 
the Attorney and Sollicitor Generals Opinion, That the ſole Power of Diſſol. 
wing, Proroguing or Adjourning the General Court or Aſſembly, either as to Time 
or Place, is in His Majeſty's Governour, And that. the Reaſons. againſt it from 
the Act of the tenth of King William, have no real Founadtion, there being no 
Clauſe in that Act, laying, any ſuch Reſtraint upon the Governour, But in the form 
of the Writ the word Boſton is mentioned, which muſt be under ſtoad by way of 
Inſt ance or Example only, and not to limit the Power the Crown has of Summoning 
or Holding General Courts or Aſſemblies at any place, much leß of Adjourning them 
fom one place to another, after they were Sammoned, Whatever negle& you 
ſhew of this His Majefty's Deciſion, I will govern my ſelf by it, as Iam in 
duty bound. I will only add, that the Abſurdity of taking that AR as a 
confining of the Meeting of the Court to Boſton appears ſufficiently by the 
ſame Acts mentioning no Precept but for Suffolk; And ſo, taking the Act 
in a firi& ſenſe, no Repreſentatives ought to be return'd but for Suffulk 
only; Wheress in reality, both Boſton and Saffolk can only be taken by way 
of Inſtance. Beſides you may remember, that the Aſſembly has met three 
ſeveral times at Cambridge ſince the preſent Charter was granted, and everv 
time by the Governonr's Authority only; which has now been juſtiſy'd 
and confitmed by His Majeſty's Order in Council. 


AND now, Gentlemen, ſince you have ſo often alledg'd, that fixing 2 
Salary is what you cannot do in Faithfulneſi to the Intereſt of the Province, as 
being contrary to the Privileges granted to you in your Charter, I think 
my ſelf obliged to declare it to be my Opinion, that your Charter requires 
you to fix 2 Salary on the Governour for the time being: Some of the 
Powers given to the Governour and the General Court are to eſtabliſh wholeſome 
and reaſonable Orders, Laws, 8c, for the neceſſary Support and Defence of the Go- 
wernment, Power to do a neceſlary thing, lays an indiſpenſible Obligation to 
do it; and to fail in doing it, is a breach of the Condition : The Charter 
mentions the Support and Defence as two neceſſary Things, and therefore it is 
vour Duty to provide for them in a wholeſome and reaſonable manner. 
If an Enemy was to attack any part of the Province, and ruin and deftroy 
ſome of the Inhabitants, would you then be at Liberty to raiſe, or not to 
raiſe, Money for their Defence? And would your ſaying that you did 
not judge proper to do it, be a ſufficient Plea in your 3 : 1 

elieve 
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believe it would be thought by all impartial Judges that ſuch a neglect was 
a forfeiture of the Powers repoſed in you, by not uling them when it be- 
came neceſſary. The Charter lays the Obligation to Support the Govern- 
ment in the ſame manner as that to Defend it, and the Reaſon of it is of 
the ſame kind; for while the Executive part of the Conſtitution is feeble, 


the Laws muſt loſe their force, and the Publick will ſuffer as much from 
inteſtine Diſorders, as it could do from an Enemy. Beſides, as the Charter 
reſerves to His Majeſty the Right of appointing a Governour, no- 
thing could be more reaſonable than to take care (as the Charter has 
done) to oblige the Legiſlature to ſupport him, that fo he may be enabled 
to ſerve his Maſter according to the Dignity of his Office. This is no 
more than what may be expected in Juſtice and Equity, and the denial of 
it is an attempt to make the King's Appointment of a Gorernour ineffectu- 
al, and to make him as much dependent on the People as if he was to be 
elected by them. But to examine the matter ſtill further, I may ask, if 
the ſettling the Salary of a Governour be nor juſt and equitable, how came 
it to be juft to ſettle the Wages. of the Council and Repreſentatives, as 
has been lately done by Law? Would it not have been better to have 
waited till each Seffion was over, to ſee how much. every Member of 
either Houſe might deſerve by Voting with the majority, and to allow 
them Wages in that caſe only: which is exactly the ſame. Meaſure, 
which the Houſe purſued with Governour SHUTE when they informed 
him, that they expected the Bills to be paſs'd, before they would go upon 
Allowances: ' Such:a Proceeding is ſo mean and mercinary, that inftead 
of being à Support of Government, it muft neceſſarily undermine it and 
bring it into Contempt. 


1 muft therefore again earneſtly recommend it to you to make ſuch an 

Act for the Support of His Majeſtys Government. as your Charter directs; 
which you have not hitherto done: This will be the only. method to deſerve 
His Majefty's Favour, to ſhew your Faithfulneſs co the People, and to pro- 
yide for my Eaſe as-well- as your own- |

The MEMORIAL is as follows, vzz: 
To the KING's Moſt Excellent Majeſty. 


Moft Gracious Sovereign, 


E Your Majeſt's Loyal and Dutiful Subjects, the Repreſen- 
tatives of Your Province of the Maſſachuſetts-Bay in General 
Court aſſembled, humbly beg leave to approach Your Royal Pre- 
ſence, and offer the Reaſons and Grounds of our Proceedings and 
Concluſions concerning a fixed Salary on the Goyernour of this 
; : Province, 
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Province, which is directed to by Your Majeſty's twenty third Iu- 
ſtruction to Your preſent Governour. | 


Nothing leſs than the Proſperity and Welfare of this Your moſk 
dutiful Province, could have prevailed with us to have done any 
thing diſagreable to Your Majeſty's Inſtruction: This Province is 
under that natural Diſadvantage, by reaſon of its very diftant Scitu- 
ation, that it cannot be under Your Majeſty's immediate Inſpection 
and Care, as Great Britain, our happy Mother is. 


It is and has been very well known, in this as well as other Na- 
tions and Ages, that Governours at a great diſtance from the Prince 
or Seat of Government, have great Opportunities and ſometimes 
too prevailing Inclinations to oppreſs the People; and it is almoſt im- 
poſſible for the Prince, who is the molt careful Father of His Subjects, 
to have ſuch Matters ſet in a true Light. We humbly crave leave 
therefore to ſuggeſt, that it is very much for Your Majeſty's Inte- 
reſt, and very neceſſary to the Tranquility and Flouriſhing of this 
Your Province, that the Governour ſhould be induced by his own 
Tntereſt, as well as Duty to Your Majeſty, to conſult the Intereſt 
and Welfare of the People ; but ſhould we fix a Salary, the Gover- 
nour's particular Intereſt would be very little affected (while thus 
ſettled) by ſerving or diſſerving the People's Intereſt, and we ſhould 
do more than has ever been done by the Wiſdom of Great Britain. 
Notwithſtanding the Nation and Your Subjects in the moſt diſtant 

arts of Your Dominions, have ſo intire a Confidence in Your Ma- 
jeſty, and Your Intereſt and Glory and that of Your Royal Poſterity 
are inſeperable from the Proſperity and Welfare of Your People, for 
we are all Your Inheritance, yet the Civil Liſt is ſettled for Your 
Majeſty's Life only; whereas neither the Happineſs nor Adverſity 
of this Province affect a Governour's Intereſt, when he has once left 
us; and the raiſing and diſpoſing of Money from time to time of our 


free will and aſſent, for the Defence and ſupport of the Government, 


and Protection and Preſervation of the Inhabitants, is the great Privi- 


lege which as Engliſhmen by Magna Charta, and by the Charter gran- 


ted by King William and Queen Mary, of glorious Memory, the Ge- 
neral Aſſembly (as we humbly conceive) haye a Right unto.

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For theſe Reaſons, the Houſe of Repreſentatives were perſwaded 
they could not in Duty to Your Majeſty, and Faithfulneſs to the 
People of this Province, ſettle or fix a Salary, when Your Majeſty's 
Inſtruction for that end was firſt laid before them : And in this Con- 
cluſion the Houſe had the Concurrence of Your Majeſty's Council 
here; and ſince that in the Courſe of the Governour's Adminiſtrati- 
on, we have had no Encouragement to do it from any Grounds or 
Reaſons for ſuch ſpecial Confidence in him, but the Treatment we 
have met with, in the Methods that have been uſed to bring us into 
a ſtared Salary, hath tended to confirm and abundantly ſtrengthen 
us in our firſt Determination: For inſtead of the Governour's laying 
our Concluſion on that Affair before Your Majeſty, and waiting 
Your Direction to him, and conſulting in the mean time the Benefit 
and Welfare of the People, we were told by him, That we were met 
for that end, and ſo (hould continue till we had finiſhed it: and when we 
were deſirous to riſe, that we might conſult our Conſtituents, it was 
denied us, and we have been compell'd to fit for ſome Months, when 
the Affairs of the Province have not required it, for no other end but 
to bring us into the Settlement of a Salary, which we have often 
declared we could not do: And when this Method did not prevail, 
we were removed from the Houſe and Records belonging to the Ge- 
neral Aſſembly in Boſton, to Salem, a Town about Twenty Miles 
from Boſton, upon a prerence that the People in Bo/ton influenced the 
Repreſentatives againſt ſertling a Salary. And altho' fince our being 
at Salem, we have aſſured him that we acted freely therein, and that 
the ſame Reaſons that prevailed with us at Beſton, would go with 
and influence us every where; yet we are ſtill kept ſitting there, to 
the great diſſervice of Your Majeſty's Intereſt, and grievous Hurt 
and Damage of the Province. 


And all this has been (as we humbly conceive) without any-Pro- 
yocation from the Aſſembly or People here. Your Majeſty's Gover- 
nour at his firſt Arrival, was received with the higheſt Reſpect and 
greateſt Expence by much that ever was on ſuch an Occaſion. The 
Aſſembly took Care for his Entertainment in a very honourable man- 
ner, according to the Dignity of his Station, at a private Gentleman's 
Houſe, till the Province Houſe was prepared for him; And altho' 
che Province is under great Difficulties by being a Barrier to Your 

| Ma- 
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Majeſty's other Plantations againſt the Indian Salvages, which in a 


War brings an exceſſive Charge, ſometimes of about fifty thouſaud 
pounds per Annum, and has left a load of Debt on rhe Province of 


about two hundred thouſand pounds, and how ſoon a War may break 
out again with them, we cannot tell; and now in Peace with them, 
the Province is at the Annual Charge of many Thouſands of Pounds, 
to preſerye it; yet ſoon after the Governour's Arrival, the Aſſembly- 
granted ſeventeen hundred pounds to him, fourteen hundred pounds to 


enable him to manage the publick Affairs, and three hundred pounds 


to defrey the Charges of tranſporting his Goods and Servants here, 


and informed him, that at the uſual Times, this and ſucceeding Aſ- 


ſemblies would undoubtedly afford a Support ſuitable to the Dignity 


of his Perſon and Station: and ſince that, upon the firſt Opportuni- 
ty, in the uſual time of the Year for the ſecond Grant, as ſoon as the. 
Fall of the Year was arrived, notwithſtanding they had been kept 
ſitting all the while, to the great Damage of the Province, they gran- 


ted ſixteen hundred pounds more; and ſince theſe Grants were paſſed, 
we have once and again earneſtly deſired him to take both one and 


the other. Theſe Sums are far beyond what has ever been granted 
to any Governour heretofore ; and we doubt not but ſucceeding Af- 
ſemblies, according to the Ability of the Province, will come into as 
ample and honourable Support from time to time; and thould they 
not, we acknowlege Your Majeſty will have juſt Reaſon to thew 
Your Diſpleaſure with them: But while we continue to grant a Sup- 
port ſo Honourable, as (we humbly conceive) we have ſince the pre- 
ſent Governour's arrival, beyond other Plantations, conſidering the 
Charge we are otherwiſe expoſed to, and a load of Debt lying upon 
us, we hope we ſhall always enjoy Your Majeſty's Royal Grace and 
Favour, which this univerſally Loyal People above all things deſire.

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Chamber by ſeveral Members of the Honourable Houſe, (though without 
any Direction or Vote enter'd upon it) having been taken into Confidera- 
tion, The Board are much concern'd to find, notwithftandidg the ſaid 
Paper begins with expreſſing the great Importance it would be to the Pub- 
lick, that there ſhould be a Harmony between the Board and the Houſe, 
and that the Houſe has been all. along very deſirous to Cultivate a good 
Underftanding with us, That the direct Tendency of ſaid Paper ſhould be 
the Reverſe of what is therein profeſſed; The indecent Expreſſions, and 
injurious Inſinuations therein contain'd being more likely to deftroy than 
cultivate ſuch an Harmony. If ſuch reproachful Terms as theſe, That 
wherein the Board was contrary to the Houſe, they had left themſelves, and it was 
hoped they might return to their former thoughts ; or if ſuch Treatment as is 
now given us, ſhould happen to be the means of procuring a good Har- 
mony, it will probably be the only Inftance of that nature. 


As to the firft thing charged on the Board, that they are contrary to” tbeir 
own moſt expreſs and declared Opinion and Determination in thu and former Tears. 
The matter now under Debate relating only to the Removal of the Court 
from Boſton, and fo only reſpecting former Years the Board reply, That if 
the Council did in the Year 1721, come into or Concur with a Reſolve of 
the Houſe. for the Courts fitting at Cambridge, yet it cannot on that ac- 
count without the greateſt Inzuftice be charged on the preſent Eouncil, 
that we are contrary to our own moſt expreſs and declared Opinion; but 
if we, upon further light received, than the Council might have at that 
time, and upon weighing the Occurrences that have ſince intervened, 
ſee juſt cauſe to be of a different Opinion from them, we are doubtleſs at 
liberty to exercife our own Underftandings and to act according to them, 
end yet no ways inconſiftent with our ſelves, nor to be cenſured or reflected 
upon on that account. 


In the next place, the Houſe proceed to expreſs their furprize, that the 
Board in their Meſſage of the 13th. of December, ſhould declare the Terms 
of their former Meſſage to have been ſo wery Gentle and Eaſy, that no Offence 
could be juſtly taken thereat, and then they ask, Whether it @ ſo very Gentle 
and Eaſy to tax them with doing what might not only be a damage to particular. 
Perſons, but be ſo reſented by Hu Majeſty as to endanger our Happy Conſtitution 2 
Whether His Majeſty's Reſentment and Diſpleaſure w ſo ſmall and eaſy a matter ? 
or to be taxed with deſtroying or indangering our Conſtitution ſo ſoft an Expreſſion ? 
*Tis truly altogether unaccountable how the Houſe could fo far wreft the 
Council's Meſſage of the 28th. of November, from it's genuine ſenſe, as to 
extract ſuch Queftions from it: For the Board in the firſt Paragraph of 
ſaid Meſſage, After baving declared it to be the Duty of thu Court forthwith to 
proceed to the Conſideration and Diſpatch 0 the public k Buſineſs lying before. 22 
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Then add by way of Caution, Left the refuſing fo to do may not only prove to the 
great damage of all Perſons concern d, but alſo be reſented by Hu Majeſty, and have 
4 Tendency to endanger our happy Conſtitution. Now it will be evident to any 
obſerving and impartial Perſon, that in all this, there is not one word of 
de roying our Conſtitution, and that the Houſe is not taxed with the leaft 
thing whatſoever, but only the Board declare it to be the Duty of this 
gurt to proceed to Buſineſs left the refuſing ſo to do fhould be attended 
ith ſuch Conſequences. Ir is therefore very ftrange that the abore Meſ- 
2ge 1 calculated and deſigned for the good of the Province, ſhould be 
in ſuch 8 manner perverted, whereby ignorant and unwary People may be 
mi ed, and matters are repreſented to the World in a View ſo very diffe- 
rent =o what they ought to be.

The is then expreſs themſelves to be wery ſorry that Truth neceſſitates 
them to ſay that there u a manifeſt miſrepreſentation of what was done here in 
the Year 1721. and ſince in Great Britain concerning the Removal of Ge- 
neral Courts and the proceedings and doings thereupon; As to the firſt, 
we are charged with repreſenting the Votes that then paſſed in ſuch a manner, 
that any ingpaxtial Reader would ſuppoſe the matter was then concluded, and did 
Terminate geit the preſent Opinion of the Houſe, and yet nothing à more certain 
than that in that ſame Year after a full Conſideration of that matter by the ſame 
Court, the Goverwour and both the other parts of the Legiſlature, came into an Act or 
Reſolve, that not wit hſtanding Boſton was the place mentioned in the Writ preſcribed 
by Law for calling General Courts, yet that for that time by reaſon of the Small 
Pax in all parts of Baſton, it ſhould and might be held in Cambridge, and that 
no advantage ſhould be taken thereby as to the Removal of the Court. Now it is

Britain, We ſhould be glad the Houſe were as free from miſrepreſenting us, 
as we ate free from miſrepreſenting that; For although the Houſe have 
charg'd us with /uggefting, that they were blamed as Invading and Incroaching upon 
the King's Prerogative on thu.

rightful.and yaluable Privileges. - 

Upon the whole, The Board might jufily have declined an Anſwer to
